Washington, April 19.—The Railroad La- 


bor Board announced today that it would not 
consider complaints from striking railroad men. 
The Board's statementment said it "would not 
receive, entertain or consider" any application 
or complaint from any parties who were not 
complying with the transportation act or who 
were not adopting every means to avoid inter- 
ruption of the operation of the road, growing 
out of any dispute. 


Requests for an immediate hearing by the 


representatives of the strikers was denied. 
Chairman Barton said that under the rules 


Board written complaintg. must 


first be filed with the secretary showing by ex- 
pressed statement and facts sent out that the 
dispute was one which the Board wjas author- 
ized to consider. 


Representative Eagan, of New Jersey, 


asked trie Board to hear Edward McHugh, of 
New York, representing the strikers in the 
Metropolitan district so that he might take 
back to him some word that the Board would 
take action quickly.

W. N. Doak, vise president of the Broth- 


erhood of Railroad Trainmen proTested, say- 
ing the representatives of the eighteen railroad 
organizations were present to represent the 
men. 


The Board then went into executive ses- 


sion. 


Chicago, April 19.—Threat of a new strike among 


railroad employees in the Chicago district today con- 
fronted claims of railroad managers and Brotherhood 
officials that the "in^uf*gent" switchmen's strike had 
been broken and the situation rapidly was returning to 
normal. 


Eight thousand freight handlers.and thirty thou- 


sand railroad clerks employed on all lines entering Chi- 
cago will take a strike vote tonight after a conference 
today with railroad heads, George A. Worrell, chairman 
of the Chicago and Northwestern Railroad Clerks an- 
nounced. 


He said he had been empowered to speak for all the 


clerks and freight handlers. He did 'not announce the 
demands to be presented, but said there "seems little 
chance of compromise on demands and the men prob- 
ably would strike Tuesday."

SDIPLB RATION IS GOOD 


FOE FEEDING CHICKS 


A satisfactory ration for young 


chicks, as determined at the Ohio 
Experiment Station, consists of a 
mash 
mixture 
of 
two parts by 


•weight of ground corn, three parts 
bran and one part meat scrap. The 
mash is fed three times daily until 
the chicks are four -weeks old and 
then the mixture is kept before the 
checks in self-feeders. 


From the third day until the 


fourth week the chicks are Biven 
constant access to a trough of dry 
bran. 


During the first two -weeks a mash 


is fed daily made from equal parts 
of the mash mixture and infertile 
eggs boiled for about 30 minutes 
and then ground through a food 
grinder. 


Cracked corn, is also scattered 


on paper twice dally during 
the 


first few days of feeding but later 
it i s given in. the litter when the 
chicks learn to search for it. Grit 
and water are provided at all times 


This method of feeding is con- 


tinued until the pullets rea^h ma- 
turity, whea they should he given 
a laying ration. 


SOYBEAN BY-PRODUCT 


VALUABLE SWINE FEED 


Soybean oilmeal has been found 


to be a valuable supplement feed 
to corn for swine feeding through 
tests at the Ohio Experiment Sta- 
tion. This oilmeal is a by-product 
from Southern mills where th*> oil 
has been extracted from soybeans 
for commercial use. 


As a supplement to corn soybean 


oilmeal was found to be more valu- 
able than linseed oilmeal and gnes 
excellent results when fed to piss 
on forage in addition to the corn 
ration. Since-these feeds as well 
as. corn are low in ash, salt, ground 
limestone and ground rock phos- 
phate were kept before the pigs in 
the tests at the Ohio Station. 


Pi&s fed a ration of corn 8 parts 


ty weight and soybean oilmeal one 
part gained more rapidly and, re- 
quired less feer per unit of gain 
than*those fed ground soybeans as 
a supplement to corn. 


Ground soybeans as a supple- 


ment to corn were not entirely sat- 
isfactory, as when the pi&s were 
given free choice they failed to eat 
enough to balance the corn. Their 
lack of palatableness is believed to 
be dne to the oil content of the 
beans. 
When the oil is removed 


this disadvantage Is overcome.

LOW CROP YIELDS FOLLOW 


FARM CATTLE DECREASE 


That the steady decrease in num- 
ber of faim cattle in the state has 
. made it necessary for the farmers 
of Ohio to purchase large amounts 
of commercial fertilizer is pointed 
out ia a recent bulletin from the 
ter. 


Director C. B. Th.orne, of the 


Ohio Station states that from 1870 
to 1910 there has been a steady de- 
crease in the number of farm cattle 
the total loss amounting to the 
equivalent of 500,000 cattle while 
there has been an increase of 3,- 
500,000 acres or 50 per cent in 
the area "nder 
cereal and hay 


crops. The yield of corn has been 
maintained at an average of only 
37 oushels per acre; wheat has in- 
creased a few bushels per acre on 
the average but the acreage haa de- 
creased by 1,00,000 since" 1870. 


The annual expenditure for com- 


mercial 
fertilizers 
in 
Ohio has* 


reached almost $4,000.000 for the 
past 10 jears. This was paid for 
350,000,000 pounds of 
fertilizers 
j early. 


Director Thome points out that 


the manure produced, by 500,000 
cattle would contain about the 
same quantity of phosphorus and 
more than ten times as much, nitro- 
gen and. potassium as has been pur- 
chased in commercial fertilizers 
each year. 


A bulletin, describing? the fertil- 


ity program for a 160 acre Ohio 
farm ia mailed free to residents of 
Ohio on request to the Experiment 
Station, Wooster. 
The bulletin 


deals with necessary expenditures 
in fertilizing crops to make farm- 
ing profitable for bota tenant and 
owner of farm land.

luable today as they were the day they \\ere first 
iced on the market. 


When statements of this character are made, of 


urse, it depends entirely upon a man's definition of 
lue. There is no need of arguing or denying a state- 
eat like that, because, unquestionably, if you allowed 
e definition which should be attached to that particular 
>rd, you would find that his statement is true. And 
dging by the discussion, the reason that he considers 
efn as of equal value is because the only quality in 
lue that he is considering is safety. 


But to most of us, value has to do primarily with 


change. If we cannot utilize the particular thing for 
r own uses, the question then arises with us. how 
ich can we get for it of things we are able to use. On 
is basis a Liberty Bond today is worth less than it was 
icn we bought it. In the market we cannot get as 
uch potatoes, meat, rent or money for it, or anything 
>e we know of, as we did the day we procured the bond. 


From that angle its value is less. It is not strong 


an investment because there are other safe invest- 
:nts which are paying a larger interest and in these 
ys, when money is cheap, the amount of the interest 
termines the sale of the bond. 


It is most unfortunate for our government that the 


nds have not been sustained. It does not tend to pa- 
otism. A young man who has gone into the army 
ffalnly should find his savings intact when he returns 
>m the army, if he>has not dissipated them himself. 
hen he has invested them in government bonds, due to 
i patriotism, it does -not add to his loyalty to find that 
~er he has served his country in the army for thirty 
liars a month, he has lost on his Joan to the govern- 
;nt in the depreciation of the bonds. 


We have a case in mind where'a young man needed 
; money to enter business at the close of the war. He 
d invested his savings just before he entered the army 
government bonds, under the persuasive eloquence of 
:a who told him how safe they were, and how certain 
ssy were to appreciate. Not only so, but he put some 
his thirty dollars in each month while he was in the 
cny. He came out and found he hadn't as much to go 
'o business as he had before he made the loan to the 
vdrnment and before he rendered his months o£ 
•vice. 


It is probable that nothing can be done now. But 


ftainly through the-interest allowed or some other 
ians, we should have had the value of the government 
nds sustained in the interest of the honor and integ- 
y of the nation.

Every nation 
should recognize us conscientious 
and essential toilers and class them 
as deserving more mercy than the 
big and little thiefs, thugs and 
criminals.
